The amount 
of profit earned by our emigrants to Manchurib 
from their business dealings with the Russians 
must congequintly be very swall. Granting, 
however, Gone the correspondont, that they 
ere actually daking cut of their business a fair 
som of profit, this profit isa trifle compared with 
the importane of the policy hitherto pursued by 
this Ewpiro igconnection with Manchuria.’
